Applicant argues that that "in Hirt the flash programming of the memory array with compensation values (hence, the measuring of any 
noise component) is performed following fabrication, instead of during manufacturing as set forth in the claimed invention." However, the 
examiner notes that the claim language states "wherein a noise component is measured during a manufacturing stage." In column 5, 
lines 43-47, Hirt states that flash programming is preferably performed at a factory following fabrication in order to reduce manufacturing 
variations (col. 1 , line 37). Although Hirt does disclose programming the memory array after fabrication, the programming does occur 
during a manufacturing stage since it is preferably performed at the factory. The examiner is interpreting a manufacturing stage to be a 
stage where the device is manufactured. Hence, since the device is actually manufactured at the factory, Hirt is teaching performing flash 
programming during a manufacturing stage. 

Secondly, it is not clear how one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made could reliably test for noise during 
manufacturing if the device is not yet completely assembled. Likewise, the description of the device in the specification only describes 
measuring the noise of the device when completely assembled and not when partially assembled. 

For the reasons stated above, the rejection from the previous office action will be maintained. 
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
